Provisions of tho Bill as It Passed 


the House a Few Days Ago——Private 
Soldiers Have Same 
Benefits 
as 


Commissioned Officers. 


;. The old .soldlerg of Fajrette county 
will be particularly interested In. .the 
prospects ot tho Sherwood pension 
bill which has passed the House and 
now goes to the United States ,&natu. 
Gen. Sherwood's bill provides .that all 
parsons who served In the 'military 
or naval service of the United States . 
Jn the Civil War and were honorably 
discharged sha.ll be entitled to. pen- 
sions, as follows: For a service of 00 
days.and less than six months, .$15 a. 
month; for six months and less.than 
nine months, $20; for nine months ami 
less than a year,- S25, and for a ser- 
vice of. one year or more, ?30. AH 
soldiers wounded In battle or in the 
line of duty and now unfit for inanual 
labor through, causes not due to their 
own vlcio-us habits, or who "from dls- 
ense or other causes incurred In the 
•lino of duty are unable to" perform, 
manual labor, n.re given $30 a month 
repurdloss of the length o£ service. 


No one will bos.entitled to any pen- 


sion who. is in receipt of an annual net 
Income of $1,000 or more, exclusive of 
any pension he may receive, and no 
one who receives a pension of $115 or 
morn under the proposed law shall 
enter any national soldiers' home, nor 
shall..tho United States grant any aid 
to any such state home on account ot 
any.such person. Hank in the service 
is not to be considered In applications 
tiled under the law. 


The average rate of. pension under 


this bill to the 529.SS4 soldiers of the 
Civil. "\Var who were on the rolls on. 
July 1—;they are dying, at the.ru.te ot
